British Foreign ^S^ecretary Balfour j 
was announcing that 
England and, 
France do not seek to inveigle the 
United States^ into any entangling 
alliances with European forces, but 
that their commission had come here 
to help this country. 
He expressed confidence in Amer­ 
ica’s determination to see the fight 
to the finish. 
Balfour, speaking of the arrival 
of the French commission, paid trib­ 
ute to the French people and partic­ 
ularly to the part

characterizing the

turning point in the history of man­ 
kind.

E. L. Whitsitt, Purdue 
crop man, 
gave out a statement in which 
he 
showed the 
definite 
results which 
may be accomplished by the testing 
of seed corn. 
He discloses by ac­ 
tual figures that when Rush county 
farmers get only a seventy per cent 
stand of corn they are tending 21,- 
000 acres of land on which no corn 
is raised. 
His statement follows: 
' With the exceeding high price and 
enlarged demand for com due to the 
present war and the poor prospects 
for wheat we 
should 
endeavor to 
get a perfect stand 
of com. 
One 
ear of bad seed 
means 
a loss of 
from three to five bushels this fall. 
With the 70,000 aeres to be plant­ 
ed in Rush county this spring an in­ 
crease of 10 per cent in the stand 
would mean 
an increase of about 
500.000 bushels at harvest without 
any additional 
expense 
for labor, 
seed, or fertilizer. 
In past years we have had but 
70 per cent of a stand, this means 
that we are tending in Rush county 
21.000 acres in which 
there is 
no 
corn. 
There 
is only 
one way to 
know that an ear will grow and that 
is to run a germination test. 
This may be done in the follow­ 
ing manner. 
Take a small box and 
fill it about two inches deep with 
sand, 
sawdust, or soil. 
Place 
a 
cloth which 
has numbered squares 
about two by three inches on this 
soil or sand and damped the con­ 
tents thoroughly. 
Then 
take the 
ears one by one and select six rep­ 
resentative kernels from each, place 
these kernels on a given square and 
number the ear to correspond to this 
square. 
Then place a second cloth 
over the com. When all the squares 
are filled 
cover 
this 
with 
more 
sand, damped and place the box in 
a warm place for a'bout a week, 
keeping the contents damp but not 
wet. 
Remove 
cover 
and 
discard 
weak or dead ears. 
Try at least 
a part of your seed. 
It means dol­ 
lars to you and food for a nation.

Poor hatches cannot always 
be 
charged to the hen or the incubator. 
Of great importance in securing a good 
hatch is the care of the eggs before 
they are placed in the incubator. 
While it is not known definitely at 
what temperature eggs chill, it is safe 
to keep them in a temperature of 55 
degrees to 65 degrees P. Eggs Start to 
incubate at 68 degrees to TO degrees 
P. and develop slowly, but they win 
not hatch successfully at that temper­ 
ature. Many eggs are chilled through 
not being gathered often enough. 
Incubator eggs can be kept in a sim­ 
ple tray by laying them on their sides. 
It is a good practice to turn them daily 
to prevent the yolk from adhering to 
the upper part of the shelL Washing 
hatching eggs removes the bloom and 
permits of too rapid evaporation. 
To prevent diseases which might be 
caused 
from 
insanitary eggs 
the 
Pennsylvania State college school of 
agriculture and experiment station 
recommends dipping them in a disin­ 
fectant like alcohol or a 2 to 8 per emit 
stock dip solution. In any ¿ai* the 
eggs should not be rubbed. 
It is impossible to tell whether an 
egg is fertile or infertile except by in­ 
cubation. A common superstition ad­ 
vocated by some poultry men is that 
long eggs produce cockerels and short 
eggs pullets. It is impossible, however, 
to foretell sex by the shape of an egg. 
It is best to wait four to seven days 
after mating for hatching eggs. From 
one mating fertility will last two or 
three weeks.

The first of the garden pests 
to 
get in their work will be the cut­ 
worms. 
These 
pests stay in 
the 
ground all winter in order to be at 
the head of the line, for their favor­ 
ite food is the stalks of young vege­ 
tables; which they cut off close to 
the ground 
at night. 
By day they 
hide in the earth or under rubbish. 
The best way to get cut-worms is 
to- tempt them to a poison bait of 
something they will 
prefer to the 
plants. 
The most effective is poison 
bran mash made 
as follows; 
mix 
four ounces of white 
arsenic or 
Paris green thoroughly 
into 
six 
pounds of bran. 
Stir 
this into a 
thick paste with a quart of water 
and a pint of

Commercial gasoline, as secured from 
the average auto filling station, con­ 
tains small quantities of water, kero-j 
sene and other impurities, says the 
Farm and Fireside. These are usually 
in too small amounts to interfere with 
the successful running of the machine, 
but in time a considerable quantity of J 
such impurities accumulates in the 
crank case and reduces the lubricating 
value of the crank case oiL 
The oil furthermore wears out as the 
result of heat, friction and chemical 
disintegration. 
Although the instruc­ 
tions which come with a car advise the 
owner to drain off the old oil every 
1,000 miles and replace with fresh oil, 
these instructions are not always heed­ 
ed, under the false conclusion that as 
long as there is oil in the crank case 
there must be lubrication; hence burnt 
out bearings, fouled spark plugs, worn 
cylinders and carbonized motors are I 
the result. 
The inexperienced car owner some­ 
times prides himself on his low outlay 
for lubricants, little realizing the high 
price he must eventually pay for a pre-1 
mature overhauling. Use good oil and 
plenty of it, drain the crank case at 
least once every 1,000 miles.

When the seven or eight million I 
men In this class are sorted out— j 
these being physically Incapable of 
service, those having dependents and

There is only . one way to 
enow that, an ear will grow and that 
s to run a germination test. 


This may be done in the follow - 


ng. manner. Take a small box and 
ill it about two inches deep -with 
sand, 
sawdust, or soil. Place- a 


cloth which has numbered squares 
about two by three inches on this 
soil- or sand and damped the con- 
tents thoroughly.

Intended For Incubation 


Poor hatches cannot always be 


charged to the hen or tie incubajor. 
Of great Importance In securing a good 
hatch Is the care of the eggs before 
they are placed In the Incubator.

While Jit is not known definitely at 


what temperature eggs chill, it Is safe 
to keep them in a temperature of 65 
degrees to 65 degrees B1. ' 'Egigis sjSarttp 
incubate at 68 degrees to 70 degrees 
F. and develop slowly, but they wlD 
not hatch successfully at thatfemper^ 
ature. Many eggs are chilled through 
not being- gathered often enough. - 


Incubator eggs can be kept in. a sim- 


ple tray by laying them on their sides. 
It is a good practice to turn them daily 
to prevent the yolk from adhering-:tb 
the upper part of the shell. Washing 
hatching eggs removes the bloom, and 
permits of too rapid evaporation^ - 


To prevent diseases which might be 


caused from insanitary

Pennsylvania State college sbhpolr of 
agriculture and experiment station 
recommends dipping them in a disin- 
fectant like alcohol or a 2 to 3 per' cent 
stock dip solution. In any 'case' t£e 
eggs should not be rubbed.

long eggs produce cockerels and short 
eggs pullets.

Methods of Breeding to 


Secure Egg Producers 


According to Tom Brown, the fa 


mous English poultry breeder, an egg 
laying strain caunot be produced by in 
breeding. In order for a hen to be a 
good producer she must be in good 
health and full of vigor. Use a male 
that wns bred from a hen that laid 200 
eggs or more in a year. Breed for high 
averages Instead of exceptionally high 
individuals. A good layer usually 
stands high in front, and her back is 
not on a level or the rear higher than 
the front. The best producers usually 
have large combs, a high tail and a 
prominent, large, bright 'eye. Prefei 
the wedge shape, rather narrow in 
front but -wide behind and wide be- 
tween the legs. A hen inclined to be 
squirrel tailed is the best layer. 


Not always the largest hen is the 


best layer; generally the jmalles): one. 


Th_e heavy layipg heiis are those •with 


white legs. 


A tight feathered bird is a better 


layer than a loose feathered one. 


A hen that does not lay wgll in win- 


ter should not be used. 


As a rule, the first pullets of a brood 


to begin laying make the best layers', 
and the first cockerels to crow usually 
make the best breeders for egg produc- 
tion.

Take a shank of beef of about four 


pounds and crack it lengthwise once or 
twice.

When'it is well skimmed add one 
quart of tomatoes, a few turnips, carr 
rots; parsnips cut into small pieces, 
part of a head of cabbage shredded^ 
two onions cut in pieces and a little 
chopped parsley.

HOOSIER PESTS 
*

C Written for United Press.) 


The first of the garden pests to 


get in their work will be the cut- 
worms. 
These 
pests stay in 
the 


ground all winter in order to be at 
the head of the line, for their favor- 
ite food is the stalks of young vege- 
tables; which they cut off close to 
the ground at night. By day they 
hide in the earth or under rubbish. 


The best way to get'cut-worms is 


to- tempt them to a poison bait of 
something . they will prefer to the 
plants. The most effective is poison 
bran mash made 
as follows; mix 


four ounces 
of white 
arsenic or 


Paris green 
thoroughly 
into 
si 


pounds of bran. 
Stir this into a 


thick paste with a: quart of water 
and a pint of 
cheap molasses to 


which has been added the juice of 
two lemons-. Do not omit the lem- 
ons, 'because the 
'worms are very 


,fond of lemon flavor. Place a small 
amount of the mixture near the base 
of each plant in the evening. Save 
the rest for future use but do not 
allow it to get dry. 


The worms will crawl 
away or 


into the ground 
to die so do not 


be disappointed 
if the garden 
is 


not strewn with their corpses in the 
morning. But continued use of the 
poison should give results, though 
it might result fatally to your own 
or neighbor's chickens, if they are 
allowed the freedom of your gar- 
den.

worms.

Cuts Auto Repair Bill 


Commercial gasoline, as secured from 


the average auto filling station, con- 
tains small quantities .of water, kero- 
sene and other impurities, says the 
Farm and Fireside. These are usually 
In too small amounts to interfere with 
the successful running of the machine, 
but in tune a considerable quantity of 
such impurities accumulates in the 
crank case and reduces the'lubricating 
value/of the crank case oil. 


The oil f urthenno're wears out as the 


result of heat friction and chemical 
disintegration. Although the instruc- 
tions which come with a car advise the 
owner to drain off the old oil every 
1,000 miles and replace with fresh oil, 
these instructions are not always heed- 
ed, under the false conclusion that as 
long as there' is oil in .the crank case 
there must be lubrication; hence burnt 
out beatings, fouled spark plugs, worn 
cylinders and carbonized motors are 
the result 


The inexperienced car owner some- i 


times -prides himself on his low outlay 
t 


for lubricants, little realizing the high 
price he must eventually pay'for a-pre- 
mature overhauling. Use good oil and 
plenty of it, drain the crank case at 
least once every XODQljnJles.

ly After an Investigation 


CONFUSION 
IN 
CONGRESS 


Administration 
Wishes 
to 
Give 


Chance to More Than 500,- 


000 Men to Volunteer 


Washington, April 25.—A miscon- 


ception of intents and purposes of 
the government in raising its army of 
more than 1,000,000 men seems to be 
responsible for a sentiment in the 
congress that is decidedly antagon- 
istic to the administration plans. This 
misapprehension is as widespread in 
Indiana as in any other state in the 
Union and Js largely responsible for 
the uncertain attitude of the Indiana 
delegation toward the raising of the 
new army. 
» 


R>r the benefit of the hundreds of 


persons In Indiana—some of them 
men of the highest intelligence and 
who follow closely affairs in Wash- 
ington—who 
have 
been writing 


numerous letters to the Indiana con- 
gressmen urging that a chance ought 
to be given patriotic men to volun- 
teer for service before they are 
drafted, the plan of the administra- 
tion for the raising of its army is 
herewith set out: 


The government proposes to per- 


mit 617,000 patriots to come forward 
and enlist. The men will fill up the 
regular army and the national guard 
but they will enlist for the period of 
th» war only, and thus will not In 
effect be enlisting in the regular army 
or the national guard. 


Volunteers dome First. 


While this volunteering Is going on, 


the government proposes to begin the 
registration of all men between nine- 
teen and twenty-five, on the basis 
that each of them Is equally respon- 
sible for service to his nation. 


When the seven or eight million 


men In this class are sorted out— 
those being physically Incapable ol 
service, those having dependents and 
those employed in necessary Indus- 
tries being eliminated—the govern- 
ment will select 500,000 of the re- 
maining two or three million who 
will make the first army under the 
principle of universal obligation to 
military service. 


All this will take some time. In the 
meanwhile the government proposes 
to work night and day to get in shape 
the regular army and the national 
guard, augmented by as many re- 
cruits as volunteer for service. While 
many advocates ot the volunteer sys- 
tem are saying that 517,000 recruits 
can be obtained in fifteen days, array 
officers doubt -whether they ever will 
be obtained.

get the 517.000 volunteers that it 
needs to fill up the .regular army and 
national guard, it will have to have 
immediately another 800X100 men to 
make up the balance of the army ol 
more than a million men. 
If the 


government should wait for 1,000,000 
volunteers, as some Indiana people 
would have It do, then it could not 
tmin and equip aa army In anything 
short of five years. 


The military affairs committee ol 
tbe house, composed In large part ol 
pacifists and persons out ot sympathy 
vtta the war department, has repeat- 
edly permitted the Impression to gain 
ground that under the war depart- 
ment, plan there is no room for the 
volunteer system. On the contrary, 
the weir department has made full 
provisions for this system In depend- 
ing on it to fill up the regular army 
and 
national 
guard. 
Fortunately, 


however, the organization of the new 
army is not entirely dependent on 
getting all of these 817,000 men. for 
if it were the United States might 
never get an army. 
Those persons in Indiana who nave 


been bombarding their congressmen 
with letters and telegrams, urging 
them to vote against a conscription 
bill, would do well to investigate the 
war department plans. In nine cases 
out of ten a perusal of the communica- 
tions sent by these persons shows 
that they are unfamiliar with the plan 
that is proposed. That is why they 
are against it 
Those few who do 


know definitely what is proposed are 
for the war department plan. 
- it must even be said that there are 
a number in the' Indiana delegation 
in Washington who do not themselves 
understand the plan proposed. Agitated 
and disconcerted by the many letters 
from borne, they are declaring that 
they are here to represent their •dis- 
tricts and vote for what their people 
desire, without ever once stopping to 
think that the people who are com- 
municating with them might be on 
the other side when they are better 
informed.
